“The Ordered-Bed Breeder Reactor” 

lecture Hall - Wed., Jan. 20 - B:OO p.m. 

The reactors being built today to gen- 
erate electrical power are based on 
concepts conceived at least ten years 
ago. If reactors are to have a significant 
impact on the electrical power generat- 
ing industry, they must be more efficient 
and they must be capable of breeding 
or creating more fissionable material 
than they consume. One of the obiec- 
tives of the Nuclear Engineering De- 
partment at BNL is to conceive and de- 
velop new reactor concepts that show 
promise for the future generation of re- 
actors. Dr. Winsche’s talk will illustrate 
how an idea for a new type of breeder 
reactor is developed into an overall re- 
actor concept. His lecture will explain 
how a reactor breeds, what an ordered 
bed is, and how the idea of an ordered 
bed has been used to arrive at a new 
concept for a breeder reactor. The talk 
will demonstrate the significantly dif- 
ferent problems that are faced in en- 
gineering research and in basic re- 
search. 

Dr. Winsche returned to BNL in 1962 
as Chairman of the Nuclear Engineer- 
ing Department after spending ten

ALIEN ADDRESS REPORTS 

DUE IN JANUARY 

The U.S. Government requires thai 
aliens who are in the United States on 
January 1 of each year shall report their 
addresses during the month of January. 

This is required even though the alien 
has not changed his address since the 
last report. 

The parent or legal guardian of alien 
children under fourteen years of age 
must report for these children. 

Any olien who is temporarily absent 
from the country on January 1 must re- 
port his address within ten days after 
his return to the U.S.A. 

What To Do 
Aliens may go to any U.S. Post Office 

or to any Immigration and Naturaliza- 

tion Service Office and ask for the Ad- 
dress Report Card, Form l-53. When the 
card has been completely filled in and 
signed, it should be handed to an em- 
ployee in any Post Office or Immigra- 
tion and Naturalization Office. The card 
should not be folded or torn and should 
not be mailed. 

Information Needed 

In addition to his address, an alien 
reports the date and place of entry into 
the United States, the date and place of 
birth, nationality, and most important- 
his alien registration number. 

Alien Registration Number 

An alien’s registration number is the 
number preceded by the letter “A” op- 
pearing on his alien registration receipt 
card. 

Aliens admitted temporarily to the 
U.S. should write “NONIMMIGRANT” 
in the space provided on the report form 
for showing the registration number. 

If the alien is a newly-arrived immi- 
grant who has’not yet’received his alien 
registration receipt, he should write 
“NOT RECEIVED” in that space. 

If an alien has lost his receipt, he 
should write “LOST” in the space and 
immediately apply for a new receipt at 
the nearest ofFice of the Immigration 
and Naturalization Service. 

Penalties 

Remember that severe penalties may 
be imposed upon those persons who 
willfully or inexcusably foil to report
